Miners, Idle for Four Months, 


About to Resume Work— 


History of the Strike. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.— The coal-mine 


owners are confident that a settlement 
of the great strike will by arrived at 
at the conference to be held to-day at 
the foreign office, under the chairman- 
ship of Lord Koseberry, the foreign 
minister. 
The delegates from the 


mine-owners' association and 
the 


miners' federation will attend the con- 
ference, and it is thought by the Der- 
byshire masters that Lord Eoseberry, 
with his tactful resources, will be able 
to make both sides see that it is to the 
interests of both to put an end to the 
greatest labor struggle Great Britain 
has ever seen. 


The strike or lockout has now been 


on for nearly four months. Many ol 
the men who struck, however, are now 
at work, the masters having opened 
their pits and paid the rate of -wage) 
taut prevailed before the trouble com' 
menced. The strike was precipitated 
by the action of the mine owners who, 
on July 28, tried to put into effect the 
notices they had previously issued 
stating that wages would be reduced 
85 per cent 
This great reduction, 


however, was not intended to apply to 
the entire earnings of the miners, but 
only to the advances that had been

made in their wages during the past 
two or three y«ars. 
The masters 


claimed that at the rate of wages they 
were then paying it was impossible to 
mine coal at a profit. The men strnojl, 
or, as they prft it, were locked out. and 
settled down to a desperate fight. 
They claimed that the masters had, in 
many instances, mad* contracts with 
railroads and other large coal con- 
sumers at prices that were ruinous to 
themselves, and that as soon as the 
pinch commenced to be felt, they com- 
menced their attempt to effect a saving 
by catting down their men's wages. 
This they refused to stand, claiming 
that if any loss was to be incurred it 
should be stood by those who in the 
keen competition of trade had made an 
unprofitable contract and not by the 
miners. 
The strike has had the effect of 


bringing about a discussion of a mat- 
ter concerning the coal trade that is 
seldom heard of. This is the immunity 
the owners of mining royalties enjoy. 
No matter what the price of coal may 
be, the men who own the land from 
which the coal is mined received undi- 
minlshed their impost on every ton 
that is raised. For the most part these 
land owners are the hereditary aris- 
trooity. The prices of coal before the 
strike had declined to low figures, yet 
these land owners drew as much in 
royalties as they did when prices were 
high. The masters also claimed that 
the payment of these royalties mili- 
tated against the continued payment 
of the wages the miners were getting 
before the trouble 


Repeated conferences have been held 


between the masters and men, but 
they have resulted in nothing. Final- 
ly, when coal reached an extravagant 
figure, same of the masters opened 
their mines, am! the men previously 
employed by them went back to work 
at the old rate of wages. It is esti- 
mated that there are now upward of 
70,000 miners at work 
Each of these 


men contributes a shilling a day to the 
support of 180,000 men who are still 
unemployed. 


When Mr. Gladstone first proposed 


the holding of the conference that will 
be held to-daj, but little confidence 
was expressed in its ability to bring 
about the end of the trouble. Since 
then there has been a chance of opin- 
ion, and it is thought by many of those 
interested that the end of the strike is 
insight. So confident are the Derby- 
shire masters of this that they have 
already ordered that their pits be 
ready to resume work on Monday.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


Fifty-Two Miner. Entombed in a Burn- 


Ins- Kin*. 


LONDON, Nov. li.—Fire started this 


afternoon in the pit of the Summerlie- 
Kirkwood mine near Coalbridge, Scot- 
land. The superstructure has been de- 
stroyed and the ventilation fans have 
stopped. Fifty-two miners are be- 
lieved to be entombed, and it is feared 
that they have been suffocated. Tbe 
fire still burns.

Rescued. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—A dispatch re- 


ceived at 2 o'clock from Coalbridge 
says that the fire in the pit was ex- 
tinguished at 10 o'clock, and that sev- 
eral men have been rescued. There 
were strong hopes of getting the others 
out alive. 


A dispatch received from Coalbridge 


at 3 o'clock says that all the fifty-two 
miners have been saved.

The Pension BoUs 


We were told, coon after the events of 


the fonrtb of last March, that the pension 
roll teemed with fraud acd that it would 
be made • roll of honor. 
A secretary of 


the interior was selested, who has no 
sympathy forjthe eaqse for whioh the 
Union soldier contended, to make the 
roll a roll of honor. It was argned, that, 
inasmuch aa the secretary of the interior 
was not snbjeot to sympathy for the 
pensioners, he wonld strictly follow the 
law aud do justice all ".round 


As soon as they took charge, .the busi- 


ness of' pension reform" was inaugurated 
with great vigor, and pensioners were 
suspended from the rolls by the thon- 
aands 
At first it was argned that there 


existed good cause for all these suspen- 
sions, bat soon it began to be admitted 
that they were suspended on suspicion 
ana as soon as the proper evidence should 
be produced those entitled to reinstate- 
ment wonld be restored 
There was, 


however, much complaint made about 
the injustice of these suspensions, but 
still the work went on natil 10000 bad 
been suspended. 


About the time that notch was reached 


the special session ot congress assembled, 
and the pension office heard from the 
Democratic congressman, from the north, 
who became apprehensive that the course 
of the department wonld lose them the 
soldier vote they have bad, and the snir 
pension btuicesB and 'pension reform' 
e'opp-d short like "grandfather's clonk," 
and the commwnoner announced, rn a 
general order, that the secretary ot the 
interior hsd come to the conclusion that 
the method of suspensions was unjust to 
the pensioner, and the same order en- 
joined themselves from further suspen- 
sions 
Tnts order showed how boi ow 


the pretensions, that suspensions were 
in tho interest of pension reform were. 


Then tfa« business of restoring the But- 


pend«d peneioners was inaugurated, ana 
according to the recent report, all hot 
1000 ot those suspended were reinstated 
This rapid restoration wa> also evidence 
that the suspicion that the pension roll 
was full of fraud wes a delusion, or that 
the claim teas, an unpatriotic conspiracy 
to bring tlie entire pension system into 
disrspnte.

Cubans in the 
United States and elsewhere, while 
not disclaiming their responsibility in 
preparing the island for a rebellion for 
republican purposes and o! lendjnp 
help to a spontaneous revolutionary 
movement, has not been a party to the 
present uprising. It seems, in fact, 
that its name and authority have been 
shamefully abused, and the enthusiasm 
of honest Cubans treacherously availed 
of in order to serve the purpose of the 
Spanish political party which is alone 
responsible for the trouble. 


"By letters and cabl egrams just ar- 


rived it is proved that a handful of 
honest Cubans were prompted to rebel 
against the expressed advice ol the re- 
publican party by the Spaniards livinp 
in that province, who are^known to be 
the most adroit defendant of the active 
military system. 


"The result of the rebellion," he said, 


"is local dismay, and it will doubtless 
teach the Spaniards the necessity of 
keeping the island under strict mili- 
tary rule. My cablegrams inform me 
that of those who have taken up arms 
at the town of Las Lajas thirteen men 
have surrendered, ten have been cap- 
tured and two killed in the struggle." 


He said further that the republican 


party had not been taken by surprise 
at all, as lias been stated, but that he 
had deferred any statement tmtil his 
advices were fully confirmed. 
" I wish you to state," said the gen- 


eral, "that 1 have taken the greatest 
pains not to have the news exagger- 
ated and thus to avoid exciting sym- 
pathy by false representations.''

8d., and boat h}re—in all Ss. 4d. 


In the seventeenth century sermons 


seem to have been valued at about 5s. 
each. But the difficulties of composi- 
tion have been by no means universal- 
ly felt. Sharpc, archbishop of York, 
was wont to acknowledge that it was 
the Bible and Shakespeare 
jointly 


which had'brought him to that ancienl 
see. Wesley, in fifty years, preached 
over 40,000 sermons; Hook burned over 
2,000 when he left Leeds, and Grim- 
shaw, in the wild districts adjacent to 
the Brontes' home, preached habitual- 
ly thirty-six sermons in a fortnight.—

In the kitchen, lying stark in 
death, was Jacco -E*nnita, Mrs. Jacco 
Lannita and Mrs. Joe Thas, with blood 
streaming from their horrible wounds, 
inflicted by Thas' revolver. In addi- 
tion to the bullet wounds, Mrs. Lan- 
nita had been struck in the head with 
an ax. Lying on the floor were Mrs. 
Lannita's to children. 
That Thas went to the'house with in- 


tent to murder is not doubted, as the 
doors were locked on the inside.evldent- 
lyby him, and shots were fired almost 
instantly after he entered 
A month 


ago Thas exploded a bomb under Lan- 
nita's house, wrecking it. This last 
act of his was not surprising to the 
neighbors, as he was a treacherous, 
murderous fellow. He cannot live.

church in Jackson, but was deposed 
after a long and sensational trial, in 
which he was proved to be an im- 
poster, it having been established that 
he was once a youijg Englishman of 
bad repute, living in Georgia and call-

He was arrested 


in Chicago a short time ago, bnt 
escaped from custody.
